Of the Foundation of WESTMINSTER- 
ABBEY. 


F the Foundation of this Abbey, there are 
ſo many miraculous Stories related, in the 
of Monkiſh Writers, that by this 
enlightened Age the bare Recital would hard!y be 
excuſed : What we can with any Colour of Truth 
gather from. fo much Rubbiſh amounts ouly to 
this, That Sebert, King of the EAI Szzans, who 
Auſtin's Preaching, and his 
Uncle Ethelbert's Example, converted to Chriſtia- 
nity, threw down the "Temple of 4pallo, Weſt of 
Landon, and there moſt devoutly erected a Church, 


which he dedicated to the Hondur of St. Peter, 


Prince of the Apoſtles, and appointed Mallitus, 
then Biſhop of London, to conſrerate it acco: ding. 
ly. Ranulphus, indeed, does not particularly ricu- 
tion Sebert, but has 1 Words, „that 
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and Privileges of his Predeceſſors, and adds his 
own; this laſt Charter was cloſed with folemn Im- 
precations on ſuch as ſhould infringe it, ard was 
ngned by the King two Archbithops, ten

5 ry III. was the next Prince, who laid bis 
Hand to this great Work, and began to build a 
Chapel to the Bleſſed Virgin, then called the Nero 
Wark at Weſtminſter, the firſt Stone whereot he 
laid himfc.f on the Saturday before his Coronaticn 
in ie Ycar 1200, being the fifth of his Reign ; tut 
about 25 Years after, finding the Walls and Stee- 
ple of the Church decayed, he pulled them down 
likewiſe, with a Deſign to enlarge and make the 
whole more regular, but did not live to accompliſh 
his Dcfign, whi h was not compleated till 1285, 
about fourtcen Years after this Monarch's Death. 
'T his is the Date of the Building as it now ftands. 
Ferry V II. about the Year 1502, began that 
ſtately and magnificent Structure which is now 
generally called by his Name, by firſt pulling 
down the Chapel of Henry III. alrcady mention d, 
and a Houſe adjoi — called the White Roſe Ta- 
vern ; and then, marking out the Foundation, on 
the 24th of Fanuary, 1502, he laid the firſt Stone: 
This Chapel he dedicated, like the former, to the 
Bleſſed Virgin, and deſigning it for a Burial- Place 
for him and his Poſterity, in his Will he exprefly 
enjoins, that nc ne but the Blood Royal ſhould be 
permitted to lie therein; and, for the Health of his 
Soul, he procured a Bull from Pepe Les, for unit- 
ing to this Abbey, the Collegiate * Church of St. 
A-artin's-le Grand, and the Manor of Tykill in Jer i- 
Hire, to maintain a Chauntry of three Monks, who 
ſhould be Pricſts, and two Lay Brothers; which

HIS noble Fabrick; than which, perhaps, 


there is nat a more venerable Fragment of 


Antiquity in the. whole World, has lately been 
new-coated cn the outſide, except that Part of it 
called Henry VIIth's Chapel, which is indeed a ſe: 
parate Building, and will no doubt be repaired by 
a particular Order, when the Reparations of the 
autient Abbey are compleated. It muſt be owned, 
that by two ſtately Towers at the Weſt End, 


lately rebuilt, and the great Pains that have been 


raken in the coating, to preſerve the antient Gothic 
Grandeur, this Church, as to its diſtant Proſpect, 
has all the Majeſty of its former State; yet the 
beautiful Carving, and curious Sculpture that once 
adorned it, and upon a nearer View uſed to charm 
the Beholder, is now irretrievably loft ; the But- 
treff;s, once beautifully capp'd with Turrets, made 
into plain pyramidical Forms, and topp'd with 
Freeſtone; and the Statues of out ancient Kings 
that formerly ſtood in Nitches near the Tops of theſe 
Buttreſſes and attracted Admiration, for the moſt 
Part removed, and their broken F lodged 
in the Roof of Henry VIIth's Chapel, where they 
are buried from the public Eye forever, Next 
the Towers on the North Side, three of theſe Sta- 
tues are ftill ſtanding ; and indeed it is on this 
Side that you are to take your outward View of the 
Ahhey, the other Side þeigg fo encumbered with

enter which you may obſerve a Door on each 


Hand, opening 

of a Nave and Sie Illes, every Way an- 
ſwering the Plan of a Cathedral. The Gates by 
which you enter the Nave are well worth your 
Obſervation : They are of Braſs moſt curiouſly 
wrought in the Manner of Frame-Work, having 
in every other open Pannel a Roſe and Portcullis 
alternately. Being entered your Eye will natu- 
rally be directed to the Lofty Ceiling, which is 
wrought with ſuch aſtoniſhing Variety of Figures, 
as no Deſcription can reach; the Stalls are of brown 
Wainfcot with Gothic Canopies, molt beautifully 
carved, as are the Seats with ſtrange Devices; 
more particularly the Carving under the Seats are 
monſtrous Repteſentations of beaſtly Actions, but 
ſo ſtrongly expreſſed by the Artificer, that nothing 
on Wocd is now remaining equal to it: The 
Pavement is of black and white Marble, done at 
the Charge of Dr. Killegrew, once Prebendary of 
this Abbey, as appears by two Plates of Braſs, in- 
fixed in the Riſe towards the Founder's Tomb. 
The Eaft View from the Entrance preſents you 
with the Braſs Chappel and Tomb of the Foun - 
der, and round it, where the Eaſt End forms a Se- 
' micircle. are the Chapels of the Dukes of Bucking - 
tam and Richmond, and the open Spaces and Win- 
dows, where is the Tomb of Sheffeld Duke 
of Buckingham, and the Effizics cf the Counteſs 
of Richmond. The Side Iles open to the Nave 
at the Eft End, on each Side the Foun:lc:t's Fomb; 
and at the Eaſt End of the South Il i> the Royal 
Vault; and of the other, the Monumen's of the 
Princes murdered; the Walls, as well of the Nave 
as of the South Ifl:zs, are wrought into the moſt 
curious Imagery imaginable, and contain 120 urge 
Statues 


into the Side Iſles ; for it is com- 
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end its Curioſities. 13 
Statues of Patriarchs, Saints, Martyrs, and Con- 
ſeſſors, placed in Nitehes, under which are Angels 
ſupporting Imperial Crowns, beſides innumerable 
ſmall ones, all of them eſteemed fo curious, that 
the beſt Maſters have travelled from abroad to co- 
y them. The Windows, which are 13 on each 
Side above, and as many below, in the North and 
South Ifles, beſides the ſpacious Eaſt Window, 
jut out into the Gothic Towers, and were former- 
of painted or diapered Glaſs, having in every 
in a white Roſe, the Badge of Larcaſter, or an 
the initial Letter of the Founder's Name, and 
ifles, the Badge of the Beaufort's, crown- 
ed, of which there are ſome now remaining. 
The Roof, is flattiſh, and is ſupported on Arches 
between the Nave and the Side Iſles, which turn 
upon twelve ftately Gothic Pillars curiouſly adorn- 
ed with Figures, Fruitage, and Foliage. The 
Length of this Chapel within is 63 Feet, the 
Breadth 66, and the Height 54. 
We ſhall now proceed to the Curioſities that 
are uſually ſhewn to Strangers in Heftminſter- 
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07 the Tous and other Monu- 
ments in the ſeveral Chapels.

Thomas Cary, ſecond Son to the Earl of Man- 
mouth has a Monument in this Chapel erected to 
his Memory.

Charles I. and is faid to have died of Grief, at the 
Age of 33, on Account of the untimely Fate of 
his Roy Maſter.

Againſt the South Wall there is a very ancient 
Stone Monument, where, under a Gothic Canopy, 
lies the Figure of a Biſhop properly habited, ſup- 
poſed to be Thomas Ruthal, Biſhop of Durham, to 
created by Henry VII. to whom he was Secre- 
tary ; he for Henry VIII. made a Privy Coun- 
ſellor, and ſent on ſeveral Embaſſies abroad.

both carefully in his Cloſet It fo fell

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al Tract, which he had ſo long expected from Ru- 
thal, but Volſey received by Miſtake, the Book 
which contained the Schedule of the Biſhop's own 
Wealth.

Over their Heads is a neat Piece of Architecture, 
in the Center whereof is a Scroll with their Arms, 
held upby naked Boys, one whereofover the Knight 
holds a 'Torch put out and reverſed, to ſhew that 
Sir Chriſtopher died firſt ; the other over the Lady 
holds his Torch ere, and burning, to fignify 
that ſhe ſurvived him. This Lady was Alice, 
Daughter of Thomas Fanſhaw, Eſq; by whom Sir 
Chriſtopher had twelve — ſix whereof ſur- 
2 vived 
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vived him. The Father of Sir Chriſtopher, made a 
very conſiderable Figure in the Reign of Q. El:za- 
beth, and after the Death of Eſerx became the 
chief Favourite. He was no Lawyer, but pre- 
ferred to the Chancellorſhip, for the Reputaticn 
he had of clear Judgment, and ſtrict Integrity; 
and filled that Office with great Honour. Our 
Hiſtorians tell us, that tho* he was rooted in Queen 
Elizabeth's Favour, yet he died by her Unkind- 
neſs ; for having run into her Debt, ſhe demand- 
ed hes with ſome Severity ; which, pre- 
fuming upon her Favour, he hoped would have 
been remitted ; but finding his Miſtake he ficken- 
ed, and during his Illneſs Eliaaberb, by Viſits and 
other Expreffions of Fri ſtrove to heal the 
Spirit ſhe had broken; but in vain. He died Ju- 
þ 23, 1596, aged 72- Sir Chriſtopher died as by 
cription appears, September 10, 1619.

So much the Inſcription tells, but 
Hiftorians inform us farther, that this Carrack was

In one Corner of this Chapel is the very anti- 
ent Monument of Abbot Kirton, which is worth 
obſerving, having ſeveral Labeis in black Lefter all 
round the- — which ſtands upon 
crowned, alluding perhaps to his high Deſcent, 
from the antient and illuſtrious Family of Cadilbic. 
He appears to have been a Perſon of Re- 
putation and Weight among his Brethren, and an 


excellent Orator. He died October 3, 1466. 
According to the Abbey Regiſter there are ſome 
other Perſons of Rank. interred in this Chapel, o-

Aving now taken a View of all that is Curious 
in the ten Chapels of this Abbey, we ſhall juſt 
point out a few Particulars worthy of Note in the 
Area ſurrounding St. Edward's Chapel, of which 
we propoſe to ſpeak, before we enter the Croſſes 
and Iſles of this Church, that are common to all 
Spectators: As you paſs round the Area on the 
North Side were three very ancient Monuments, 
but hardly now to be viewed : The firſt, of Free- 
ſtone made like a cloſe Bed, was wailed up, and 
the Tomb of Biſhop Duppa, Tutor to K. Charles I. 
placed againſt it. This Tomb was covered 
with an ancient Gothic Arch, the Sides whereof 
were adorned with Vine Branches in Relief, the 
Roof within ſpringing into many Angles, under 
which lies the Image of a Lady in a very antique 
Dreſs, her Feet reſting upon Lions, and her Head 
on Pillows ſupported by Angels fitting on each 
Side the Effigies gilt and painted. On the Side of 
the Tomb are fix Nitches, on which ſeem to have 
been painted Monks, and on the Pedeſtal are ftill 
to be ſeen ſome Remains of Paintings admired by 
the Curious. This Monument covered the Re- 
mains of Aveline Counteſs of Lancaſter, Daughter 
to Wiliiam de Fortibus, Earl of Albemarle and Hal- 
derneſs, by Iſabella Daughter and Heir of Baldwin 
Earl of Devon. This Lady married Edmund Earl 
of Lancaſter, Son to K. III. but died the 
very Year of her Marriage November 4, 1293. 
Next to this A. - wn 7 „ ＋ 
Marble, to emory mer de Valence, 
wird Son to William de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, 
already mentioned. He was a great General 2 
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the Time of Edward III. in the 25th of whoſe 
Reign he attended that Prince in his Expedition 
into Flanders ; in the 26th he marched againſt the 
Scots; in the 29th was ſent Ambaſſador to France; 
in the 34th he was made Guardian of the Marchcs 
and the King's Lieutenant in Scotland, and beat 
the famous Robert Bruce, whoſe Wife and Bro- 
ther he ſeized in the Caſtle of Kentire, the latter 
of whom he „ and put all his Attendants to 
the Sword. He accompanied Edward I. in his 
laſt Expedition into Scotland, and at Burgh upon 
the Sands, where that King died, was appointed by 
him on his Death- bed to carry his dying Charge to 
his Son againſt Gaveffon, who was afterwards 
condemned and executed, his Eſtate confiſcated, 
and his Effects converted to the King's Uſe. In 
the firſt Year of Edward II. he went Ambaſſador 
to Rome. In the 7th of Edward II. he fought with 
the King at Bannockburne, where the Scots obtain- 
ed a compleat Victory, and where the Engliſh had 
154 Barons and Knights killed or taken Priſoners, 
among whom were the Earls of Hereford, Moun- 
thermer, and Angus, the Lords Piercy, Nevil, 
Scroop, Lucy, Acton, Giffard, Latimer, Segrave, 
Berkeley, and Beauchamp ; and the King himſelf 
with Valence narrowly eſcaped. The ſame Year Va- 
lence falling into the Hands of the Flemings, was 
obliged to e his Ranſom at the dear Price 
of 20,0007. In the 11th of Edward II. he was 
made Governor of Rockingham Caſtle, and was one 
of the Judges who gave Sentence againſt the great 
Earl of Lancaſter, which, 2 i hs. contin 
ed his own Death ſoon after, for in the 17th 
Year of the ſame Reign he was poiſoned in France 
414 of the Earl of Arundel.

ther of his Wives. He was, fays Malſingbam, a

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tall pale Man, whence Gavęſtone uſed to call him, 
by Way of Nickname, Fo/eph the Few. He was 
poiſoned June 23, 1324. 

The other antient Monument in this Area, is 
that of Edmund Crouchbac ł, fourth Son of Henry 
III. fo called, as ſome affirm, from the Deformity 
of his Perſon ; but, according to others, from his 
attending his Brother in the holy Wars, where 
they wore a Crouch or Croſs on their 
as a Badge of Chriſtianity. This has been a very 
lofty Monument, painted, gilt, and inlaid with 
ſtained Glaſs. The inſide of the Canopy has been 
a Sky with Stars, but by Age changed into a dull 
Red. From this Prince the Houſe of Lencafter 
claimed their Right to the Crown. At the Age of 
Nineteen, he was upon Simon de Montfort's For- 
feiture, made Earl of Leiceſler, and Steward of 
England ; at Twenty-one he took the Title of the 
Earl of Lancaſter, and marrying Aveline already 
mentioned, became poſſeſſed of the Eftates of A- 
bemarle, Devon, and the Iſle of Vigbt, together 
with that of Derby and Campaign. About the 
Year 1255, upon the Death of the Emperor Fre- 
deric, the Pope made an offer of the Kingdgms of 
Sicily, Apulia, and Calabria to this Prince, while 
he was yet in his Minority ; which his Father ac- 
cepting, the Heart af the young Prince, as Mat- 
thew Paris exulted as if he had already 
been inveſted with the Crown: But it proved on- 
ly a Trick of the Pope to delude his credulous Fa- 
ther, and to cheat the Nation of a conſiderable © 
Sum of Money. However, moſt of our Hiſtorians 
remark, that many Acts of royal Power were ex- 
ecuted in his Name, and Money coined with this

There is affixed to the Corner of Henry V's . 
Chapel, a neat Monument of black Marble with 
a Buſt of Braſs, having the Figures of Apollo and 
Afinerva holding a Laurel Wreath over it, very 
clegantly deſigned. This as appears by the Latin 
Inſcription, was erected to the Memory of Sic 
Robert Aitan, Knt. who in the Reign of James I. 
was in great Reputaticfi for his Writings eſpe- 
cially im the Poetical Way. He died in 1638. 
ear this is an antient flat Stone in the Pave- 
ment, formerly inſcribed to the Memory of Sir 
Jobs Gahfre, called Lord of Langley, natural Son 
of Sir John Galofre, by Fohannet Pulbam. This 
Gahfre was famous in the Reign of Richard IE. 
for his Wiſdom and Valour, and was proſecuted 


| by the diſcontented Lords; but being then Am- 


baſſador in France, he thought it t to re- 
main there till the Storm in which Burley and o-

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thers ſuffered ſhipwreck, was appeaſed : He at- 
terwards returned home, and died at Mallingford 
in Oxfordſhire, in 1336. 

Here is likewiſe an old Graveſtone plated with 
Braſs, repreſenting Jahn of //indſor, Nephew to 
Sir William of I indſar, Lord-lieutenant of Jre- 
land, in the Reign of Edward III. In his Youth 
be had been a great Soldier, and in many Battles 
had come off victorious ; 7 - wavy at the Bat- 
tle of Shrewsbury under Henry IV. but being 
ſtung with Remorſe for wk 4 Blood he 
had been the Means of ſhedding, he retired from 
the World, and finiſhed his Life in Penitence. He 
died April 4, 1414. 

There are many Perſons, befides thoſe here 
mentioned, whoſe Remains lie in this Area, par- 
ticularly þ = of Cleve, Siſter to the Duke of 
Cleve, who was contracted in Marriage to Henry 
VIII. and received with great Pomp, on Black- 
heath, Fanuary 3, 1539, married to the King on 
the gth of the ſame Month, and in Fuly following 
divorced, with Liberty to marry again ; but being 
ſenſibly touched with the Indignity put upon her, 
ſhe lived retire in England, with a Tit'e of La- 
dy Anne of Cleve, and ſaw her Rival that ſupplant- 
ed her in the King's Affections ſuffer a worſe Fate. 
She ſurvived the King four Years, and died 1557. 

A ſtill more unfortunate Queen lies near the 
Aſhes of this laſt, namly, Ann Queen to Richard 
III. and Daughter to Nevil, the great Earl of 
Warwick. This Lady was poiſoned by that Mon- 
ſter of Cruelty her Huſband, to make Way for

Edward the Confe or died 
in 1066, and was canncnized in 1269. 

On the South Side of this Shrine Editha, 
Daughter to Goodwyn Earl of Kent, and Queen to 
St. Edward, lies interred. The Writers of thoſe 
Times commend her for Beauty, Learning, pru- 
dent Oeconomy, gentle Manners, and inimitable 
Skill in Needlework, having wrought with her 
own Hands the curious and magnificent Robes 
the King uſed to wear on his Collar Days; yet 
Edward, as it ſhould feem, had either no Affecti- 
on for her, or was incapable of the Rites of Ma- 
trimony ; for, as an antient Manuſcript in the 
Cotton Library has it, nathelees, tha" the Linge 
had a Wife he lived, ev moe in Chaſtete and i 
Clennes, wythowten any fleſhley Dedes doynge wyth 
bis Wyfe the Queen, and ſo dyd the Queen on her 
Syde. Indeed their lying together for eighteen. 
| Years, ſeems rather to favour the latter Opinion 
than the former. She ſurvived her Huſband eight 
Years, and beheld all the Miſeries conſequent upon 
his Death. However ſhe was treated by Ham. 
the Conquerer, with great Reverence, being allow- 
ed an Apartment in the King's Palace at Min- 
cheſter, where ſhe died, and received, by his ex- 
preſs Order, Royal Exequies. 

Near the Remairs of this Princeſs lie likewiſe 
thoſe of Queen Maud, firnamed the Gaod, 3 
ter of Malcolm Conmair, King of Scotland, and 
Wife to Henry I. of England, to whom ſhe was

This Gentleman was likewiſe a great Divine.

In 1645, he was made Prebend of Preſton in the 
Church of Sarum, and had alfo a Living, which be- 
ing ſequeſtered in the Rebellion he fled to Ireland,

K. Charles I. was beheaded. Not liking Ireland, 
he returned to England, and taught School at Hays 
in Middleſex, till the Reſtoration, when he was 


made Prebend of F+/fmin/ter, and of Fenton in the 
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Church of York. He died at a good old Age, 
July 18, 1670, much beloved and lamented. 


22. EDW. WETTENH ALL. 


Over Dr. Triplet's is a handſome Monument

Next the Weſt Corner of this Croſs is an anti- 
ent Monument to the M of the great Fa- 
ther of our Antiquities, who is ed ina 
Half- in the Dreſs of his Time, with his 
right Hand holding a Book, and in his Left his 
Gloves, refting on an Altar, onthe Body of which 
is a Latin Inſcription, ſetting forth, his indefa- 
tigable Induftry in illuſtrating the Br:tif Antiqui- 
ties, and his Candour, Sincerity, and pleaſant good 
Humour in private Life.”

This Tomb, in Deſign, is not unlike the for- 
mer; the Figure of Dr. Seuth is reprefentzd in a 
cumbent Poſture, in his canonical Habit, with his 
Arm refting on aCufhion, and his right Hand on a 
Death's Head. In his left he holds a Book with 
his Finger between the Leaves, as if juſt cloſed 
from reading, and over his Head is a Group of 
Cherubs iſſuing from a Mantling, beneath which 
is a long Latin Inſcription, ſhewing that he was 
Scholar to Busby, and Student at Chriſt Church, 
Oxford; that by the Patronage of Lord Clarendan, 
he was made Prebendary both of FFe/tminj/ter and 
Chriſt's, and afterwards Rector of 1/ip, where he 
rebuilt the Parſonage Houſe, and ſounded and en- 
dowed a School for the Education of poor Chil-

Hire, and having Occafion to come to Lond, 
on particular Affairs, he took that 
a Morning Viſit to his old.

Having now taken a View of all the Monu- 
meuts within this ſpacious Building, and carried 
the Reader back to the Place from whence we led 
him, we fhall. juſt take a ſhort Survey of the 
Cloiſters of this Abbey, and then conclude : | 


Of the Monuments in the CLoisTERs: 


F theſe the moſt antient are. in the South 
Walk of the Cloyfters, towards the Eaft End; 
where you will ſee the Remains of four Abbots 
marked in the Pavement by four Stones: 

The firſt is of black Marble, called Lang Meg, 
from its extraordinary Length, of 11 Feet 8 In- 
ches, and covers the Aſhes of Gervaſius de Blais, 
natural Son to King Stephen, who died in 1166. 

The ſecond is a raiſed Stone of Suſſex Marble, 
under which lies interr'd the Abbot Laurentius, 


who died in 1176, and is ſaid to have been the 


firſt who obtained from Pope Alexander III. the 
Privilege of uſing the Mitre, Ring, and Globe. 
The third is a Stone of grey Marble to the Me- 
mory of Geſflebertus Criſpinus, who died 1114. 
His Effigies may. ſtill be traced on his Graveſtone 
by the Fragments of his Mitre and paſtoral Staff. 
The fourth is the eldeſt of all, and was former- 
ly. covered with Plates of Braſs, inſcribed to the 
Abbot Vitales, who died in 1082: All theſe ſeem 


-to have had their Names and Dates cut afreſh, 
and are indeed Fragments worthy to be * 
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In this Walk are many other notable Interments, 
but baving nothing particular now. to diſtinguiſh 
them, we thall not trouble our Readers with their 
Names. 

Near the Eaſt End of the North Walk, and a- 
gainſt the Abbey Wall there is one Epitaph re- 
markable for the Quaintneſs of it; and inſcribed 
tu the Memory of the Rev. Mr. William Lan- 
renge, in theſe Lines: 


With Diligence and Truſt moſt exemplary, 
Did JFilliam Laurence ſerve a 
And for his Pains, now paſt, before not loſt, 
Gain'd this Remembrance at his Maſter's Coft. 
O!! read theſe Lines again, you ſeldom find 
A Servant faithful, and his Maſter kind. 
Short Hand he wrote, his Flower in Prime did 


And hafty Death Short-Hand of him hath made. 

Well couth he Numbers, and well meaſure Land, 

Thus doth he nowthat Ground whereon we ſtand, . 

W herein he lies ſo Geometrical ;
